The present assessments are 
to stay—but only for the time 
being.

Action would be defer- 
red, he said, until sufficient 
information had been effective- 
ly disseminated among the 
tenants. It is not, however, 
simply a question of making 
tenants clearly aware of their 
rights and curbing unscrupu- 
lous landlords out for a kill 
whenever rates and assess- 
ments are juggled about. What 
is involved is the soundness or 
otherwise of the notions by 
which Mr. Ong appears to have 
been governed in his attitude 
to assessments. The principle, 
he has said, is those who can 
afford to pay more should pay 
more and those who cannot 
afford to pay should either pay 
less or do not pay at all. The 
application of this principle 
would lead straight to arbit- 
rary, haphazard assessment 
without a recognised basis, 
operated in complete disregard 
of market values, and resulting 


almost certainly in wild 
anomalies. By what means, 
moreover, would ability to 


pay be measured? Correct va- 
luation is one thing, to aban- 
don a universally accepted 
basis for valuation is some- 
thing else again. 


None of this argues against 
the need to remove such ano- 
malies as exist and afford ef- 
fective protection to the tenant 
whose ignorance among other 
things exposes him to ex- 
ploitation. It is fair to recog- 
nise that while the rapacious 
landlord is by no means an 
extinct species, it is usually 
the chief tenant against whom 
the sub-tenant needs to be 
protected. There is a chief 
tenant who pays $800 rent for 
an office building, but collects 
six times the amount from his 
sub-tenants. The Land Office 
itself has been exploited, let- 
ting out for $50 a month 
houses from which the chief 
tenants extract a profit of up 
to 900 per cent. Mr. Ong is 
himself authority for these 
examples of chief tenant rapa- 
city. He might bend his un- 
doubted energies to putting 
things right. No sub-tenant 
surely would object to having 
his rent reduced.

Adult Literacy 


The problem of relapse from 
literacy is nothing exclusively 
Malayan. It is inevitable in 
any community where people 
have grown up without edu- 
cation and have learnt to 
make do without reading and 
writing. Adult education 
bodies in the Federation which 
have attempted to reduce the 
rate of illiteracy in the coun- 
try have also very wisely been 
reviewing their results. They 
deserve all credit for doing so 
and no discredit whitever for 


their discovery that little of | 


what they teach seems to 
stick. Part of the reason for 
this bad result, it seems, is 
that a higher standard of 
literacy was applied in the 
review than was aimed at in 
the instruction; another was 
that teaching techniques were 
not good enough, instruction 
was too brief and there was 


no adequate follow-up to 
ensure that newly-gained 
literacy would get its chance 
to flourish. 


The investigation that has 
revealed these points is most 
jtimely. The Government is 
jon the verge of making a 
idevelopment thrust in rural 
| areas, and the campaign to 
| increase literacy must play an 
limportant part in it. Only if 
ithe problem is understood 
\from the beginning can the 
|Government achieve the best | 
| results. And the best people to} 
|help it in its task are surely | 
those who have had the good 
sense to turn the cold light 
of reality on their own work. 








Rail Strike 
Threat 


The Federation Govern- 
ment’s refusal to agree to a 
pension scheme for railway- 
men—“in any form”—will not 
come as a surprise to anyone, 
including the  railwaymen 
themselves. What is surprising 
is that there is not a word in 
the official statement setting 
out the Government's objec- 
tions to railway pensions. The 
unions have made their case 
clear enough. They say that 
their present provident fund 
scheme does not offer ade- 
quate security, whereas a pen- 
sion scheme would. Pensions 
they claim as a right, on the 
ground that they ought to be 
treated on the same basis as 
government servants, and ar- 
guing that in any case the staff 
of such agencies as the Central 
Electricity Board and _ the 
Penang Port Commission are 
given pensionable status. The 
unions further allege ano- 
malies, in that pension rights 
are enjoyed by all expatriate 
railway staff, and also by local | 
staff in the service before 
July 1936, after which date} 
the provident fund was intro- 
duced. As to costs, the unions | 
insist that the Railway would 
not have to spend a cent more 
on pensions than on the pro- 
vident fund. It has even been | 
claimed that the change-over 


would immediately save the 
Railway administration $3 
million, followed by further 


savings of between $600,000 to 
$1.5 million a year until 1980. 
Are all these claims, singly or 
collectively, unanswerable? 
But the more urgent ques- 
tion is how to avoid the halt- 
ing of railway operations. The |

Crest And Flag 


In a matter’ concerning 
symbois it was pleasing that 
the unanimity of Singapore's 
Legislative Assembly should 
itself have symbolised the new 
state’s unity in loyalty. The 
Government's behaviour was 
gentlemaniy—if that is not an 
old-fashioned word—in recog- 
nising the Opposition parties’ 
interest in choosing the flag, 
crest and national anthem. 
Occasions when those on the 
right can consult those to the 
left in Parliament are neces- 
sarily limited; they are, after 
all, political opponents. But 
the Legislative Assembly and 
the whole of Singapore will 
profit if this token that the 
Government and Opposition 
stand squarely upon a com- 
mon loyalty can sometimes be 
repeated. 

If the politicians are unable 
to preserve the spirit that 
gave Singapore its insignia of 
independence without any 
voice of dissent, these symbols, 
for all their simplicity, will 
cease to have meaning. For

there are many ways in which 
Singapore has yet to achieve 
the qualities to which it pays 
tribute in its flag. Not every- 
thing that happens in Singa- 
pore has much to do with the 
common humanity and_ the 
purity of the red and white 
flag.

Singapore And

It is easy enough for any 
one so wishing to make Singa- 
pore’s election as a full mem- 
ber of the Colombo Plan or- 
ganisation look hollow. It is a 
nebulous organisation, without 
a headquarters and without a 
permanent staff: there is, des- 
pite its name. no actual plan, 
and apart from the fact that 
Australia conceived the idea at 
a meeting of Commonwealth 
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|representatives in Ceylon it 
| has no special connection with 
| Colombo. Since Singapore has 
|already had the advantage of 
\sending students to Britain, 
| Australia and other donor 
|countries. what does this 
| elevation to membership entail 
lother than a commitment to 
|extend educational assistance 
| to others? This part of it is not 
{to be dismissed. Mutual aid is 
ithe essence of the Colombo 
| Plan. and through it Singapore 
imay hope to make up lost 
{ground in forming ties with 
|its neighbours.

| More auspicious circumstances 
;could not be found. The suc-

| Quite a lot of the members 
have conflicting ideas about 
how to run their own affairs, 
|but this does not prevent 
them helping one another; if 
|}one country conceives such 

i dislike of another that contact 
jseems abhorrent it has no 
need to ask for assistance from 
that particular source. But 
there is a very good unwritten 
rule that it will in no cir- 
cumstances use the Colombo 
Plan organisation as a vehicle 
for political pressure of any 
kind. Singapore stands to gain 
by this rule and has an obliga- 
tion not to transgress itself. 


So membership will give 
Singapore useful practice in 
international behaviour. But 
that is incidental; there is 
more to the Colombo Plan 
than what has already been 
received, more than making a 
contribution. The Colombo 
Plan is an important organ of 
communication and research. 
If every country in Asia had 
to start from scratch in detail- 
ing its problems and finding 
ways of solving them there 
would be immense waste of 
| energy and development 
would be slow. There is hardly 
jany field in which some other 
|coyntry cannot help with 
ladvice and experience. The 
|Colombo Plan is not the only 
[organisation that gives this 
| help. Dr. Toh mentioned the 
| Economic Commission for Asia 
| and the Far East, also Unesco, 
(and it is to be hoped that 
Singapore will before long 
become associated with them 
|too. Able for the first time to 
|plan its own future independ- 
ently, Singapore will then be 
|in a position to seek aid in its 
| most suitable form wherever it 
|is known to be available.

Chilli powder 
payroll grab 


of $12,900 
in Singapore 


SINGAPORE, Nov. 9 | 





WO men threw chilli powder into the 
eyes of a Cathay Organisation cashier 
and two other employees in Bras Basah 
Road here today and got away with $12,900 
he was taking to a bank. 

While his two colleagues were helplessly 
blinded by the powder the cashier, Mr. Yeoh 
Seng Kay, 39, himself partially blinded, chased his 
assailants for more than half a mile along Nicoll 
Highway, shouting for help. 

A passing motorist, Mr. L. Barnes, noticing 
his plight, offered him a lift, but by then the fugi- 
tives had got into a waiting car and escaped. 

This daylight holdup took place near the 
Britannia Club. 


About 30 minutes later, police detained two 
men in a car. 


Gave description of a car 





It is understood that a motorist gave the 
povve a description of a car after he had trailed 
t. 


Within minutes of the message being flashed 
to radio headquarters, the East Coast area was 
swarming with police activity. Armed policemen 
rushed to man road-blocks at strategic junctions. 

Then, the crew of a radio patrol car spotted 
the wanted vehicle in Lim Ah Woo Road. Two 
men who were inside were detained. 

Police, it is understood, later found two pac- 
kets of chilli powder in the car. 

This is Mr. Yeoh’s story of the hold-up as re- 
lated to the Straits Times. 

He said: “At 10.30 a.m. I put the weekend’s 
takings of $12,900 of the Odeon theatre into a 
brief case, and got into our station wagon to go 
to the bank. 

“The assistant manager, Mr. Francis Lim, 
accompanied me. He sat next to the driver, 
Abdul Rahman bin Salleh, while I took the back 
seat. 

“We drove along North Bridge Road and 
turned into Bras Basah Road. We were stopped 
by the traffic lights. 

“As soon as the car proceeded in first gear, a 
man ran into its paths in front of the Britannia 
Club. Abdul Rahman pulled up and avoided a 
crash. 

“This man abused our driver and before I 
could recover from the shock he hurled some- 
thing into our eyes. 

“Both, Mr. Lim and the driver got the full 
blast of the attack. They yelled in agony and 
started rubbing their eyes with both hands. 


“I wasn’t badly hurt. But suddenly another 
man sprang up from the drain and forced open 
the door of our vehicle.”

Mr. Yeoh added: “I threw a straight punch 
into the man’s face when he tried to snatch my 
brief case from under the seat. 

“In a matter of seconds, the other robber had 
joined in and snatched the money. Both of them 
ran towards Nicoll Highway. 

“Mr. Lim and Abdul Rahman were helpless. I 
jumped out of the car and, although blinded, 
chased the robbers. 

“I shouted for help and ran for about half a 
mile until a European motorist stopped and gave 
me a lift. 

“By the time we got to Guillemard Circus, 
the fugitive car had already got out of sight.” 

This is the second cinema takings hold-up in 
Singapore within the last two weeks. 

The last one was in the Capitol cinema car 
park when three thugs tried to snatch money 
from the manager. The manager shouted and 
the thugs fled.

IVE youths, one brandishing a revolver 
and others daggers, this evening ambush- 
ed a Bilut Valley contractor and robbed him 


of a $13,500 payroll. 


The contractor, Mr. Chai Yeng, 37, was tra- 
velling to Bilut Valley with the money in $50 
notes stuffed in his shirt and trousers pockets. 

The thugs held up Mr. Chai at the 13th mile 
Kuala Lumpur-Bentong Road and struck him 


unconscious. 


Then they carried him about 30 yards across 
the road into the jungle fringe and tied him to a 


tree. 

Mr. Chai regained con- 
sciousness in about 10 
minutes.

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A NEW INSECTICIDE SCARE 


DEATH IN 
SMUGGLED 
LIQUID 


KUALA LUMPUR, Nov. 12. 


A” ILLEGALLY-imported brand of 
insecticide has caused several deaths 
in the Federation. Medical authorities tonight 
warned the public not to touch it. 


Commonly known as “Chinese DDT”, this 
solution contains a high percentage of parathion, 
the deadly chemical which poisoned barley stocks 
in Singapore and the Federation last September. 


So far two farmers in Kuala Langat are de- 
finitely known to have died after handling this 
poison. 

Police are investigating other cases. 

The Government today, in warning against 
this smuggled “killer,” said several people had 
jost their lives through it. 


‘Tiger Brand’ death 


“Death can occur through contact with the 
skin,’’ the statement added. 

This solution is sold in small dark bottles 
priced at about $1.20 and labelled “Tiger Brand.” 

@here are similar products labelled ‘‘Anonfu 
Emulsion” and ‘Foliodol.”’ 

The Chief Pharmaceutical Chemist in the 
Ministry of Health, Mr. C. R. P. Strachan, said 
“Anonfu Emulsion” came from an Eastern coun- 
try. Stocks were found in Singapore. 

“Folicdol”, he said, was of European manu- 
facture and was smuggled into Malaya from 
Siam. 

Police and health officers, during a search 
for this ‘killer’ insecticide, found a hawker in 
Bahau, Negri Sembilan, with several bottles. 


Across Siamese border 


The Negri Sembilan State Medica! 
Health Officer, Dr. C. Nadarajah, told the Straits 
Times tonight that the hawker had got his sup- 
plies from a Seremban dealer. 

In Kota Bharu, the State Medical and Health 
Officer, Dr. S. Chakravarthy, said certain quanti- 
ties of the poison had found its way into the stare 
across the Siamese border.
